Mr. Murray says: 
"I wish to say that Mr. Filson, as a 
territorial officer, has no more to do 
with the constitution than a private 
citizen. 
All power, at this time, that 
any territorial officer has to receive 
a copy of the constitution or election 
ordinance 
is 
vested 
in 
Governor 
Frantz in his capacity as head of 
the Oklahoma election board. 
Gover­ 
nor Frantz has a right to know what 
the constitution and the election or­ 
dinance contain, and I shall place in 
his hands a certified copy of the or­ 
dinance and allow him to review the 
original draft of the constitution and 
take notes from it, if he so desires. 
I shall not, however, turn over any 
of the seven original copies of the 
constitution to any one, as it would 
be a breach of the trust imposed upon 


nu* by the constitutional convention, 
and I shall retain them in my posses­ 
sion until the convention passes out 
of existence. 
"I understand that Governor Frantz 
intends to call the election. 
If neces­ 
sary I shall convene the convention 
in order to give him more time to is­ 
sue the call if he becomes tied up by 
court injunction suits until the twenty 
day limit expires. 
“ If Governor Frantz fails to call the 
election, I shall do so myself under a 
provision of the ordinance.” 
“The intention of adjourning the 
convention until August 5 was not to 
convene it at that time, but simply to 
safe guard our interests in case the de­ 
cisions of the court should make it 
necessary for us to take furthur ac­ 
tion. 
“I believe that a conspiracy exists 
to prevent holding of the election if 
possible.” 
President Murray states that six ad­ 
ditional delegates have signed the con­ 
stitution, including J. .H N. Cobb, of

W ashington.—T he prospect bright­ 
ens that Spitzbergen may become a 
source of an th racite of some im por­ 
tance. 
The more the archipelago is 
examined, the m ore promising, ii is 
said, are the coal m ining prospects 
along some of the coasts, and in a 
num ber of the valleys. 
The railway. 
which was built three years ago a lit­ 
tle inland from Advent bay to bring 
coal down to the shore, is to be ex­ 
tended further into the m ain island to 
tap new sources of supply recently 
discovered. 
This is in about 7$ de­ 
grees north latitude, or a little m ore 
than SOO statu te miles from the north 
pole. 
In order to m ake the short rail­ 
road already in operation available 
the year around the m iners built it all 
th e way under cover. 
M any tons have 
been hauled down to the shore on 
th ese tracks to aw ait the arrival of 
steam ers th at have carried several 
loads of excellent coal to European 
m arkets. 
The chief discoveries of coal have 
been m ade in Ice fiord, the deep in­ 
dentation of the west coast, and espe­ 
cially in Advent bay, w here the rail­ 
road was built. 
H ere about 50 m iners 
are living in small, w arm dwellings. 
They have already proved the practi­ 
cability of w inter mining, and two 
years ago they installed electricity to 
illumine th e long Arctic night in the 
coal mine, and in their little settle­ 
m ent. so th a t they may add to the coal 
output every month in the year. 
It 
w as in A dvent bay that Mr. Conway, 
who m ade the first crossing of Spits­ 
bergen, replenished the coal supply of 
his little steam er l l years ago. 
The world will not be indifferent to 
any im portant coal resurces which the 
Arctic regions m ay afford. 
Some day 
it m ay be draw ing appreciable sup­ 
plies from Greenland, and new s of 
fresh discoveries of coal in any part 
of the accessible Arctic will be heard 
w ith interest. 
M eanwhile Spitzbergen, the first of 
th e Arctic islands to send coal to m ar­ 
k et and to be tile goal of tourists 


every sum m er, is still a neglected waif 
whom none of the family of nations 
has yet sought to adopt. 
Some benev­ 
olent party of tourists may give it a 
flag of its own. unless the protection 
of one of the nations is extended 
over it.

Ancients Did Not Understand A rt of 
Osculation, Says Professor. 


Philadelphia.— Tho clim ax of inter­ 
est at the recent session of the A m eri­ 
can O riental 
society 
was 
reached 
when Prof. Hopkins of Yale read his 
paper on “T he Sniff Kiss in Ancient 
India.’* 
The paper was a history of the kiss 
as we know it. 
The learned professor 
traced it from its birth and proved 
that the earliest peoples and earliest 
tim es knew it not. 
T h at there m ight 
be no m istake he labeled the kiss of 
to d a y “the genuine kiss” and 
“the 
perfect kiss." 
Oddly enough, he finds 
th at the genuine kiss was invented by 
a woman. 
The description is given 
in the epic of ancient India which 
tre a ts of the science of love. 
“Rho laid her mouth to my m outh,” 
recites the poet, "and m ade a noise 
which gave me pleasure.” 
W ith that discovery, said Prof. Hop­ 
kins, grew the fashion 
which 
has 
since known no abatem ent. 
“The early peoples,” he continued, 
“knew nothing of the kiss in any form. 
Had they known of it they 
would 
have told som ething of it in the m ass 
of records th a t has come down to us, 
for, surely, an act which conveys such 
pleasure could not have been forgot­ 
ten. 
“ W ith the developm ent of the gen­ 
uine kiss, th e sniff kiss disappeared, 
never to reappear. 
It had served its 
purpose and soon was forgotten.”

It consists of 
som e 
GOO 
wooden 
houses, all of which w ere constructed 
between sunrise and sunset. 
M ate­ 
rial was shipped in from factories 
iii the state, whole sections of wooden 
walls, beams, joists and roofs 
in two 
pieces having been m ade from care­ 
fully prepared plans and exact speci­ 
fications. 
Each piece or each building was 
num bered and laid in order near the 
site it was to occupy, so that it could 
be the more readily handled. 
As in 
th e building of King Solomon’s te m ­ 
ple. all the pieces w ere m ade to fit 
leach other, the work of construction 
being, therefore, only a m atter of fit­ 
ting the pieces together and driving 
a few spikes. 
T he site had all been 
cleared and leveled in advance, and 
2.000 m en in addition to the settlers, 
w ere engaged in tho building of the 
town.

rapidly mapped out; the erection of 
buildings was in progress; trains w ere 
running; a railway station had been 
erected;

hotels,

each doing quite a brisk business.

town, at Emerald 
Hill. 
This town 


waa literally built in a day. 
Incred- 


ible as it may seem, ample accom- 
modation 'for SQ.OOO peisons was pro- 
vided in the space of 20 hours. 


Tho town of Cuater, named after 


n United States general In Colorado, 
pamo into existence In a single day. 
It consists of 
some 
500 
wooden 


houses, all of which were constructed 
between sunrise and sunset. 
Mate- 


rial was shipped In from factories 
In the state, whole ooctions of wooden 
walls, beams, joists and roofs in two 
piect-s having been made from care- 
fully prepared plans and exact speci- 
fications. 


Kach piece of* each building was 


numbered and laid In order near the 
slto H wus to occupy, ao that it could 
he the more readily handled. 
As In 


the building of King Solomon's tem- 
ple, 
all the pieces were made to fit 


tnch other, tlie work of construction 
being, therefore, only a matter of fit- 
ting the pieces together and driving 
a few spikes. 
The site had all been 


cleared and leveled in advance, and 
2,000 men in addition to the settleru, 
were engaged In tho building of the 
town.

ANTHRACITE DEPOSITS OF GREAT 


VALUE BEING WORKED. 


Mine* on West Coast Have Proved 


Most Profitable—First of Arctic 


Islands to Send Fuel 


to Market. 


Washington.—The prospect bright- 


ens that Spitzbergen may become a 
source of anthracite of some impor- 
tance. 
The more the archipelago is 


examined, the more promising, it is 
eaid, are the coal mining prospects 
along some of the coasts, and ia a 
number of the valleys. The railway, 
which was built three >ears ago a lit- 
tle Inland from Advent bay to bring 
coal down to the shore, is to be ex- 
tended further into the main island to 
tap new sources of supply recently 
discovered. This is in about 7S de- 
grees north latitude, or a little more 
than $00 statute miles from the north 
pole. In order to make the short rail- 
road already in operation available 
the year around the miners built it all 
the way under covor 
Many tons have 


t>een hauled down to the shore on 
these tracks to await the arrival of 
steamers that have carried several 
loads of excellent coal to European 
markets. 


The chief discoveries of coal have

ket and to be the goal of tourists 


every summer, is still a neglected waif 
whom none of the family of nations 
has yet sought to adopt.
